5 A Proclamation touching VV cights and Meaſures, 


ND. F, 


Hereas it is provided by the ancient Lawes and Statutes, now in force within hi: ins- 


dome, that one meaſure ſbould be vled and obſcrued thzoughout the whole Realme: nohich 
] Lawes and Statutes (as daily complaint is made vnto us) are not put in execution to the 
0/ I 8 generall inconuenience and damage ofthe whole Kingdome, And whereas the chiefeſt cauſe 
of the neglect oꝛ not putting in execution ofthe taid Laws, is conceiued to ariſe from hence, F02 
ER, that there is no certaine Standard of meaſures now remayning within his Maieſties Ex- 
WY cyequer.as there is in the Nealme of England, to which all other uSeights and Weaſures may 
be confo:med: by occaſton whereof,in diuers parts of this Realm there are vſed meaſures ſome 
of ouer large quantity, and ſome of ouer little, tothe generail inconuenience and gricuanceofall 
his Maieſties ſubiects: Foz remedie whercol, det the Lo: Deputy and Councell haue made a 
pzouiltonall Act of State ( vatill further ozder may be taken by Act of Parliament) That 
within conuenient time, and befoze the feaſt of S. Iohn Baptiſt next comming at the fartheſt, 
there ſhall be made and pzouided at his Mateſties charge, two ſeuerall Standards 02 Mea⸗ 
ſures of aBarrell,foz tye meaſuring of all manner of u>heate, Rye, Peſlane, Peaſe, Beanes, 
and other pulſe, Malt, Oates and Barley, Salt, Loles,Herrings,Pllchards, and other things vſuaily meaſurcd by the Bars 
rell, Buſbell oz eck, and likewiſe foꝛ the meaſuring of Tallow. Beere, Ale, Pyle, and all other liquid things, and likewiſe one 
other Mealurc 02 Standard ofa Barrell and halfe Barrell foz the packing ol Salmon, and by which and no other, the ſame 
ſball be tranſpozted 02 ſold. Mhich ſaid Meaſure oꝛ Standardofa Barrell foꝛ the meaſuring of uSheate,liye, Wellane,Peaſe, 
Pulle, Malt, Barley, Dates, Dalt,Loaies,Herrings, Pilchards, and other things vſualiy meaſured by the Barrell, Buſbell oz 
Heck, as likewiſe fo the meaſuring of Tallow,Becre, Ale, Oyle, ⁊ all other liquid things vſually meaſured by the Barrel, ſball 
contain foure Buſbclls,02 two and thirty gallons of Mincheſter meaſure, cuery Bulhell to containe tight gallons of the ſame 
meaſure, Ind the ſaid Meaſure oz Standard ofa Barrell fox the packing of Salmon, and whereby the ſame are to be tranſ⸗ 
pozted oz ſold, (ball containe two and foztiegallons of the ſtze of the gallon afozeſaid, accozding tothe fozme of the Statute in 
that caſe made and pꝛouided. And that befoze the (aid Feaſt there ſhall be likewiſe made and pꝛouided, at his Paieſtics 
charge,two ſeuerall Ballances foz the poyzing and weighing of all wares and commodities that are to be ſold by the pound, 
(with ſeuerall weights thereunto reſpectiuely belonging / the one of which ſball be fox the weighing of ſuch things as are to be 
ſold by the Troy weight, which weight is to containetweiue ounces to the pound, the ofher foz the weighing of ſuch things 
as are to be ſold by the weight called Avardu pois, Which is to containe ſixttene ounces to the pound: which ſaid weights and 
meaſures are to be kept and placed in ſome conuenient place within his Pateſtics Laſtle of Dublin, to be belonging tothe Ex⸗ 
chequer,there to remaine ſozeucr,and ſball be called, The Kings Standard of weights and meaſures,by which all manner of 
—— are ts be directed and ozdꝛed foz their meaſures and w.ights in buying and ſelling, as in the Kealme ol England, and 
y no other. 3 3 
T hele are therefoze ſtraightly to charge a command, That the Llerkes of the Market within all Cities, Boꝛoughs, Mar⸗ 
ket townes,x other places within this Kingdom, # ſuch other perſons reſpect iuely as haue oz ſbal haue the ſupetuiling # gaug⸗ 
ing ol all oꝛ any mauer of Laſkc oz veſſels, foz the cranſpozting of any wares oz merchandie ouer the ſeas,out of any pozt oz 
pozts of this Kingdome teſpectiuelp, ſball within conuenient time after the erection ⁊ eſtabliſbing of the ſaid Standards, and 
within one moneth after the feaſt of S.lohn Bapciſt next enſuing the date hereof at the tartheſt,make oz cauſe to be made, certain 
other weights and meaſures, accoꝛding to the meaſures ofthe Standards aboucſaid,to remaine with the Lierks of the Mar⸗ 
ket and ſuch other perſon and perſons ſo appointed, oꝛ to be appointed to haue the ſuperuiſing and gauging of ſuch veſſell and 
taltze, to be tranſpozted bexond the Seas as afozeſaid reſpectiuely, By which laid weights and mealures C atterfhcy ate once 
eſtabliſbed) oz by others of t he ſame aſlize# meaſure, oz by the double quantity, halfendeale. oz leſſcr part ratably of the ſame, 
all manner of perſons aretobuy x ſell, and by no other, the ſaid weights meaſures to be ſigned with the letters I. R. crowned. 
And it is further ozdzed,That euery ſuch Llerke ofthe Market, and other ſuch perſon and perſons to be appointed foz the ſus 
peruiling and gauging of caſke,to be carried beyond the Scas as afozeſatid,and hauing the charge of the ſaid weights # meas 
ſures to be ſigned and marked as afozeſaid,ſball haue authozitte and power to ligne # marke with the ſame marke likt weights 
and mealures, oꝛ of the double quantitie, haltendeale, oꝛ quarter part thereof, vnto all andeueryhis Maieſties ſubiects, duiy te- 
quiring the ſamce, wit hin the limits of their ſeuerall charges. 
And foz the better pꝛouiſion, that from and atter the ſaid feaſt of S. Tohn Baptiſt no Merchant oz any other perſon oz per« 
ſons whatſoeuer within any City, Boꝛough, oz market Towne within this Realme oz without, wall oz may buy oz ſell by any 
other weights oz meaſures, except they bt marked and ſigned,as afozcſaid, Jt is ozdzed, and Mer doe hereby charge and com; 
mand, Tyat the Clerkes of the Watket,as well within euery ſuch Citie, Bozougy, oꝛ Market towne,as without, toz the time 
being, in that behalfe lawtully authoztzed,ſþall cauſe t wice in the yeare all weights and meaſures (within the limits of their ſe⸗ 
uerall commands) to be bzought befoze them and to be duly viewed and examined: and ſuch as they, vpon ſuch examination, 
ſball finde defectiue,to be bꝛoken 82 burned,andthe party oz parties which in that behalfe ſball be tound faulty and offending,to 
receiue ſuch further puniſhment as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Kingdome are to be inflicted vpon them, Andthat ſuch 
as vpon lawfull warning ſball retuſc to bzing foꝛth their weights and meaſures,to be viewed and marked as afozeſaid,ſþall be 
p2oceeded againſt in the like maner as if they bought and ſold by weights and meaſures vaſcaled, 
Pꝛouided alwayes,that nothing herein conteyned ſball extend oz be pꝛeiudiciall oz hurtfulltoany perſon oz perſons buying 
oz ſelling by water meaſure within the Ship board, but that eucry man may buy and ſell by water mcaſure,in ſuch manner as 
hath been heretofoze accuſtomed, Pꝛouided allo, that where any rent Cozne oz other commodity hath been heretofoze reſtrued 
vetweene anyLandlozdxtenant , oꝛ vpon any contract oz bargaine between any other perſon oz perſons,agreed to be paydby 
theBarrell,Peck,o2 Bulbell oz other meaſure, that the ſame ſball from hencefo2th be ill anſwered and paide accozding to the 
meaſure ofthe countrey in that bchalfeHeretofoze accuſtomed a reſcrued: Any thing in this Dur pꝛeſent Act ſt oꝛdinance tothe 
contrary notwithſtanding And we do hereby ſtraightly charge a command all Clerks of the market gaugers # others hauing 
any charge oz ſuperuiſion of weights and meaſures, That they # eucry ot them doe ſee theſe our Oꝛders put in due exccution, 
without any diſpenſation,toleration,oz conniucnce to the contraty. as they will anſwer their neglect herein at their perrill, #nd 
alſo that they andeuery of them do likewiſe obſcrue all ſuch Articles and inſtructions in the execution of their ſeucrall offices, 
as werelately agreed vpon and ſet downe by Us the Lo: Deputy and Louncell, and are annexed to the ſcucrall Patents of 
grant of Clerke of the Market lately paſſed, And that they and cuery of them do take but their iuſt and due fees, foꝛ ſcaling any 
weights oz mealures, oꝛ gauging any veſſell oz caſke,ſuch as by the ſaid Oꝛders are limitted and ſet downe, noꝛ doe take oz ex- 
act any other oz greater fees bꝛibes, oꝛ rewards vpon any colour oz pꝛetence whatſoeucr,vpon paine to be cenſured ot coꝛtupti⸗ 
on and extoztion in that behalfe, And de doc like wile hereby ſtraightly charge c command all gaugers of Pozts, and others 
hauing the ouerſight of gauging any veſſell oz caſke to be tranſpozted beyond the Seas. That they and cucry of them doe not 
only ſce that all ſuch caſde and veſſcis be well filled. and ſigned and marked accozding tothe ſize ofthe Standard hereby pꝛeſeri⸗ 
bed. but allo as to ſuch of them as arc fox the tranfpoztation of any Salmon,Herrings,Plilchards oz other fifb, that the fifh 
therein conteyned be well and duly packed and ſetled, without any mixture of good and ill fiſh together, oz other cozruption , 
1 195 * they will anſwer the contrary at their perrils, Giuen at his Maieſties Caſtle of Dublin the 
ru day o Arch.
